The action of the gov- 
ernment in sending a dispatch to Minister 
Sickles with direction to at once in- 
form tLe Spanish governmen that the 
United pjSta:es; {would insist upon 
protecting her c'tizecs, if the required pro- 
tection could not be affected by Spain was 
one of friendship to Spain and not a menace. 
At least this is the way it appears to-night, 
and sending of war ships into Cubin waters 
is not that they may be on hand prepared to 
watch the Spanish, but to watch the Cuban 
authorities, acting under the government of 
Spaio. It is stated to-night that entangling 
tapes of diplomacy w_re cut by the President 
and that he personally wrote a dispatch to 
Sickles at Madrid directing an offer of co- 
operation to be made to the President of 
Spain. Nottheslightest doubt is entertained 
in official circles that the Spanish govern- 
ment wi!l accede to the proposition, and that 
ali details will be arranged without the delay 
usually attending diplomatic transactions. 

This well known here that the intiffiacy -be- 
Castelarand Sickies is of a close character and 
it is believed that the former will cheerfully 
and even gratefully accept any proposition 
looking to a closer relationship between the 
two counties, This view of the case accords 
with the desires aud understandings of the 
Siate Depariment, whose head has always

can find employment for the vast armies of 
men that are helpleas in such a sudden stop- 
page or diminution of nearly every branch 
of industry, the most dreadful and lawless 
consequences may well be apprehended. 
Starving men, whose families are suffering 
for the necessaries of life, are not apt to be 
particular about the legality of their acts, 
especially ifglarge numbers lend fire and pas- 
sion to their fary. 

The people of New York and Philadelphia 
arc alive to the situation. They know that 
the coming winter will be the worst that the 
country has ever known; and the men who 
have much to lose, who have property ex- 
posed to the fary of mobs, are casting about 
for some mode of relief. 

The city of Philadelpbia last week resolved 
to push forward its public works, and in- 
creased employment was thus furnished to a 
thousand men who were idle on account of 
the panic. Of all plans of relief we like this 
the best. Instead of putting money into. 
soup houses and other charities, let it be 
freely expended in giving employment to 
men who wi.l work. It is far safer, 
and more economical, and better in 
every way that nen should 
earn the bread they eat, instead of being fed 
in idjenes*. Th's plan, which must needs be 
ken on a largescale inthe great in- 
dustrial centers of the country, may have to 
be repected ina lcs3 degree in some of our 
Southern towns. No industrious family 
should be permitted to suffer for bread, 
It may be well this 
early to consider our own sitvation with all 
its possibilities. 

We are luckily exempt from what is cer- 
tainly the saddest feature of the crisis in 
New York and othe: Northern cities. We 
refer to the thousands of female operatives 
thrown out of all chance of an honest liveli- 
hood by the closing or reduction of factories 
and business establishments. The number 
outof employment is very large, and the dis- 
tresiss corresponding)y severe. In several 
strong houses in New York, _ the 
milliners, dressmekers, | cloakmakers, 
seamstresees, shoebinders and vestmakers 
have been placed on “three-quarters time ;” 
while those who depended og piece work are 
entirely without work.4,The dressmakers 
engaged in private families have little to ex- 
pect in such times. The New York papers 
already contain appeals to the philanthropic 
and bencyolent in behalf of the suffering 
young womer, and yet the long winter has 
scarcely begun. No effort, they urge, should 
be spared to counteract the influences of the 
present gloomy siiuation. Unfortunately, 
the labor of this class of sufferers from the 
general depression cannot be utilized 1n public 
employments. Their case is indeed a sad one ; 
and perhaps we bave reason to be temporarily 
thankful that our dreams o* manufacturing 
greatness were not realized; that our busi- 
ness is based more upen agriculture then 
upon industry ard trade. While we escapel 
the worst results of an evil financ‘al system, 
still we cannot be indifferent or uninterested 
spectatorsof the human suffering that the 
Northern winter will certainly bring to the 
compulscry idle, if. sagacious and compre 
hensive plans of public relief are not adopted. 
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The Case of Malone.

Farwell), Mr. Logan’s associate in the’manage- 
ment of Illinois. The Republican majority 
in the State is reduced by 15,000, which in 
the present state of parties in the interior is 
equivalent to saying that the State is lost. 
In Wisconsin the German Liberals who re- 
dnced Grant’s majority 6,000 despite the ab- 
sence of the offended Democrats, have this 
year materially aided in bringing about 
the triumph of last Tucsday. In fine, the 
Republicans have lost the German vote of the 
West.

—which is patent to every observer not 
blindéd with prejudice—that the Republican 
of has outlived the causes which gave it 

irth. The war is over; tae idea of a return 
to slavery is nowhere entertained;

That result was accomplished, and we do 
rot believe that a Democratic victory would 
ever have been possible until something of 
the kind was accomplished. This was an 
essential preliminary to getting an impartial 
verdicton constitutionailism. 
The effect isseen in the action of the States 
Zietung,a Germam paper of commanding in- 
fluecce and Democratic. principles, which 
openly acknowedges its bias to the Democ- 
racy,its barrier hithertc in following its bias 
from the appechension on the war question, 
aad the removal of its barrier by the Greeley 
movement. And the political revolution 
efficted in Illinois by the action of the Zei- 
tung is a powerful atiestation to the good ac- 
complished by the Democracy in the last 
Presidential campaign. 
Let us hope that every section of the 
Democratic party will recognize the deep 
philosophy of the last campaign, and witha 
tolerance to past differences of opinion on 
questions of party policy that will suppress 
all unkind allusion, unite in achieving the 
victory for constitutional principles that lies 
Within the grasp of the Demccratic party by 
a united action.

Reporter—Have you any objection to stat- 
ing the causes which led to the present diffi- 
se gg be <7 ourself aud Underwood? 

, “McVeigh—None whatever. You 
know all about my troubles—brought on by 
the unjust acts of this judge—and which bave 
been going on for a series of years. Well, 
I will tell you I propose to be a law-abiding 
citizen; and I think all will admit that being 
stripped of every dollar’s worth of my prop- 
erty, the honest savings of a long business 
life, undér such circumstances as is so well 
known to éverybody, is sufficient proof that 
Iam law-a . All the courts, State and 
Federal, which I have been taken, 
bave decided that my property is unlawfully 


withheld from me, and yet I am kept out of 


its possession. 

When the Supreme Court of Appeals con- 
firmed the writ of ejectment decision egainst 
Judge Underwood, [ went up to Alexandria 
to take possession Of my residence, which I 
had not seen the inside of for twenty years, 
and with the sheriff, who had the proper 
writ of possession and an execution against 
Judge Underwood for over three thousand 
dilars‘for rents due me, we entered. Mrs, Un- 
derwood informed the sheriff, (after he had 
informed her of the object of his visit) that 
the Judge had gone to Washington and 
would be baca soon. 

The sheriff then told her he would await 
the Judge’s return. In his absence I exam- 
ined the contents of the parlors and did not 
see a dollar’s worth of furniture, including 
mirrors, carpets, window curtains, mantle 
ornaments, etc.,, but what belonged to my 
family, including many little presents from 
deceased friends and relatives, most highly 
appreciated by them, and held in the posses- 
sion of Judge Underwood for nearly ten 
years, under the most trying circumstances. 

After waiting a considerable time the 
Jadge came in, and informed us he had ob- 
tained a writ of error from one of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
which he said must stop our proceedings, 
and upon hearing the facts of the case the 
sheriff at once stopped all proceedings. The 
case, I hear, is new expected soon to 
come up in the Supreme Court, and I 
saw in Fiiday’s Alexandria Gazette 
that Judge Underwood is now rent- 
ing out rooms in my residence and re- 
moving to Washington—my furniture being 
removed out of the State. By his conduct 1 
am reduced to poverty—no shelter for my 
family; my wife with friends far distant 
from here, and I myself being with friends, 
and my family all scattered 10 different sec- 
tions. Judge Underwood remarked to me 
in my parior that his Christian principles 
would not permit him to have hard feelings 
toward me. In meeting him vesterday 
on Msin street I called his attention to 
these remarks he had made, and asked bim 
whether his Christian principles would per- 
mitbim,in the face of all the decisions of 
the State and Federal courts, to continue to 
hold my property ashe was then doing. He 
declined giving me any answer, and a diffi- 
culty then occurred. 

Reporter—Did you hit Underwood ? 

Mr. McVeigh—When he endeavecred to 
pass me, merely saying, “I think you are 
mistaken, sir,’ 1 became so enraged that, old 
as I am,I struck him several times in the 
face, 

Reporter—Did he resent tbis at all’ 

Mr. McVeigh—No; he took it as meekly 
and quietly as possible, making no c¢flurt to 
retaliate; which enraged me the more, and I 
then felt like giving hima sound thrashing 
and revenging the wrongs of years On his 
rascally carcass.

A Once Famous London Actress Pick- 
ing Coalin Kansas City. 


From the Kansas City Times. } 

The recent arrest of a number of poor 
coal pickers in West Kansas City resulted in 
the discovery of the identity and the pre- 
sent home of a once very popular actress, 
who made her debut in, and for a season 
drove the play going public of London wild 
over her beauty and power of delineation. 
Mrs. Caroline Whittlesey, or as she was bet- 
ter known, thé “Brighton Pearl,” appesred 
on the stage in Drury Lane about twenty- 
two years ago, andafter a brilliant season of 
favor and popularity, suddenly faced away 
from the London stage. and for several years 
was lost tu the public gaze. When next she 
appeared befcre the footlights it was as Mrs. 
Whittlessey, in the Theatre Royal, Hull, 
Yorkshire. 

These brief outiines of this woman’s re- 
markable history were given by herself to 
a neighbor, who has by kindness end atten- 
tion to the child of this gifted and ecceatric 
woman—a little girl of thirteen years, who 
was caught by a railroad watchman a few 
days ago in the act of filling her little basket 
with coal from the cars of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Raitroad—won her confidence. | Mrs. 
Whittlesey appeared in behalf of her child, 
and her calm and lady-like manner, and pale, 
careworn face, were all the eloquence re- 
quired to release the little girl from the 
watchman’s grasp. This mana, to test the 
womsn’s words as to her poverty and desti- 
lution, visited her shanty, a rude, uaplas- 
tered hovel in the bottom near the railroad 
track. 

The contents of the home of this once bril- 
iiant woman sre in vivid contrast to her pa- 
latial residence, furnished her while the mis- 
tress of Lord Denbigh. A clean but bumble 
bed, a few chairs, a table, a number of relics 
of the stage, such as play bills, portraits, &c., 
and a sewing machine comprise all her 
earthly possessions. Although poor and 
piached by poverty, this woman preserves 
all the dignity of a Queen Elizabeth, a 
character she has no doubt filled to per- 
fection some day, long, long ago. She 
came to Kansas City about five years ago 
and has lived here, since the death of her 
husband in 1870, by her Own exertions as a 
seamstress, She wears upon her fipger a 
handsome ring with the Denbigh coat of 
arms engraved thereon. She says when she 
left the state in 1853 she did so to become 
the wife of Denbigh, with whom she weuat, 
as his wife, to Geneva, and thence to Flor- 
ence, where they lived in retirement several 
mouths. 

On his death her claims as his wife were 
set aside, and having neither money nor 
friends she abandoned her claims and again 
returned to the stage, and for several years 
was @ popular provincial favoritein England, 
Australia and Canada. While in Englandin 
1¥69 she married a young Englishman named 
Whittlesey, with whom she lived many 
happy years in domestic quiet She 
says she has been compelled to send her 
child to gather coal to assist in eking out 
the scanty support won by her needle. 

Among the curious mementoes of her 
early life Mrs, Whitflezey preserves nothing 
with such jealous care as a folio of play bills 

iving her “cast’, for several years in Eng- 
and, Australiaand Canada. This lady still 
retains some trace of that remarkable dash 
and beauty which made her the favorite star 
of the London stage twenty years ago.
